Ila  hes  an  tdvacce 
igent  and  a  batinets  manager, 
the  tame  aa  aoy  other  attraction,  and  la  fully 
prepared  In  other  reipects  to  inereaaa  tbe 
tien  of  hia  bank  rolt.  Aa  bla  prepmratlon» 
Tor  prodocing  a  regeneration  in  art  ar*  mneb 
lesa  elaborate  than  bis  arrangement*  for 
•veiling  bis  own  exeheqner,  and  extend  be- 
jrond  nothing  but  anggestioua  without  any 
practical  place,  it  ia  fair  to  preinme  that  Ur. 
Wilde’»  oreed  vat  adoptcd  merel y  aa  a  meana 
to  an  end,  and  ia  not  the  moving  eanae  in  bit 
present  ton r.  To  the  euergr  and  enterprise 
of  Mr.  W'ill  J.  Cotton  the  Clevelsod  pnblieia 
indebtcd  for  a  ciglit  of  tha  mach 
tdvertiscd^ne.  The  terioa,  $500  per  nigbt, 
made  tbeproepoct  look  rnuty  for  a  time,  bat 
Mr.  Cotton  perfected  an  arrangement,  and 
bronght  tbc  gentleman  bcrc.

Mr.  Wilde  vaa  met  at  the  N.  Y.,  P.  4  O. 
depot  by  Kr.  Cotton,  and  by  Lim  eacortad  to 
the  Foreit  C.ty  lionse.  At  6  o’plock,  aa  per 
proviou.  arrangement,  tbe  rMhetio  young 
man  of  tbe  Lkadek  ealted  at  the  botol,  and 
Wftg  preseully  showu  into  the  preaeoce  of 
Mr.  Oscar  Wilde.  The  gentlemao  received 
bis  visitor  with  cordinltly — not  too 
cordi.1,  but  jnsl  tbe  exaot  de- 
gree — and  requested  him  to  be 
aeated.  llavlng  doce  ao,  the  reporter  teok 
In  lbo  anrronodtogs. 

Mr.  Wilde  bad  cauaed  lila  colored  aerrant 
to  cover  the  totc-e-tevo  with  »  tilk  abavl  of 
an  old  gold  tint,  and  over  this  s  bear  akln. 

A  email  table  bad  been  brought  out  Into  the 
center  of  the  room,  and  on  tlus  rested  a  email 
teupot,  one  of  the  impouiblc  blue  kind,  in 
which  the  ladlea  of  two  centuries  agone  de- 
lighted.  A  pair  of  cups  and  aaucera  to  cor- 
revpond  and  a  box  of  cigareltee  vere  tbe 
only  other  arliciea  on  the  table. 

A  PEXCIL  rORTRAIT. 

Mr.  Wilde  i*  naplendidly  furmed  mau  of 
aix  feet  or  moreiu  height.  ‘  Hls  head  U  larie, 
al  must  poudcrona,  and  well  set  on  powerful 
«houldera.  It  is  an  undeniable  tact  that  Mr. 
Wilde  is  most  too  fleahy.  He*wor#  a  tighllr 
üittiig  sack  ccilt  of  brown  velvet,  vest  of  the 
satne  mutennl,  and  looss  Irousera  of  a  aub- 
dued  tint  but  of  very  telf-assertive  cut.  His 
throat  was  encircltd  by  a  pale  green  tie, 
and  tbe  corner  of  n  handkcrchief  to  match 
stood  out  in  relief  ngainst  the  brown  of  tbe 
coat.  A  larce  *eut  ring  made  gesturicg 
with  the  left  hand  lomewhat  wearisome. 

llaviog  sati.fi  ed  his  yaarnlnga  by  a  care- 
fnl  iurcutory  of  property  and  pcrion,  the  re¬ 
porter,  by  vay  of  beginning,  aaked: 

“What  sbnll  we  do  to  bo  aaved,  with  ref- 
creuc*  to  art  only?" 

'‘Wbat  vou  neeJ  in  America  are  good  art 
Echoola,  academies  of  desiga.  Tbey  are  th« 
abeel utu  esacntisla  of  a^thetio  developmeut 
end  progreasion.  The  great  popular  mistaks 
ia  that  art  ahonld  bc  of  a  mttional  charmeter. 
People  for«et  that  tha  grent  schoola 
at  art  havo  heen  purely  loc  al.  There 
never  waa  a  natiocal  lialian  sabool  or  paint- 
ing.  Every  city  in  Italy  had  a  different 
school.  From  Vcnice  to  Naple.  they  were 
uolike,  but  all  bcautifiil.  Tho  samc  is  alio 
true  of  the  otylea  oi  einbcoidery  and  mttal 
working. 

“WUI  you  citil.iin  to  ma  your  coneeption 
«f  true  poetry?’’ 

•‘Tbc  essence  of  all  art,”  said  Jlr.  Wilde, 
■'»  a  combiiialion  of  perfect  freedom  with 
perfect  boauty.  If  you  ask  me  wbat  atti¬ 
tude  onr  school  adopts  toward  poetry,  I  vilt 
teil  you.  A  great  deal  ot  carelesa 
and  bad  work  has  oeon  itrutling  nbout  the 
World,  obeltcriug  itecjlf  undcr  the  name  of  iu- 
spiration.  We  dont  care  to  discnsi  wbat 
inaplration  may  be,  but  we  fecl  that  it  powi- 
bly  belonga  to  a  man’*  private  lifa,  and  as  a 
ruls  oever  appears  in  hia  work.  We  think 
that  poetry  is  smart  ltke  the  other  aru, 
with  ruit»  and  luws.  A  thing  not  to  bekapt 
«3  mnny  young  poets  have  fur  luoments  of 
deep  ötprersion,  but  an  art  dcpcndent 
primarlly  on  beauülhl  workmanship.  A 
yotrug  poet,  like  a  yonng  pointer,  must  aludj 
tbe  great  mastera  of  atyle,  and 
must  be  able  to  use  language  na  a 
musical  instrument.  He  thculd  be  a  master 
of  perfect  technici!  cxcellcneo.  Itomantio 
ïtntiments  and  mor.il  maxims  are  not  the 
essence  of  poetry." 

“Maylaakwhy  people  generally  auoci- 
kte  you  with  suoflowcr*  and  lilica,”  askod 
tbe  reporter. 

*1  will  teil  yoo  why  we  have  ao  loved 
and  valued  tbc  fiuwera  mentioned.  It  is  be- 
cause  they  are  the  two  flotrers  cf  Fngland 
vhich  are  tbe  most  perfeot  in  design,  and 
vhich  land  thnmcclvea  mo9t  matenaJIy  to 
deeoraliTc  art,  giving  Üis  handicraftsmnn 
themewt  beautiiui  motive*.  Bat  you  raust  re- 
member  that  tlicre  are  co  Uwen  in  tbe  ral- 
Jeys  and  aardens  nf  Engiand  vrlitch  ve  have 
not  and  will  not  use  in  tbe  service  of  art. 
Tbc  flovcrs  to  be  uied  io  America  ure  your 
own,  not  oun.  You  do  not  necd  to  borrow 
onr  flowers  any  more  tbau  our 
BMraey.  Theu,  as  regardt  satire . 
and  caricaturc-  Hcbeliions  in  politica  are 
■bot  down;  lehellions  in  art  are  slaodercd. 
II  is  the  sa  rest  sign  of  tha  strcacth  of  any 
moTemcut  that  it  sbould  be  osaailed  by  the 
impertinent  inaolcnca  of  ignoranee  and 
f«Hy.” 

••jDo  the  doctrines  of  your  school  extend 
any  fnrther  than  decorxtive  art  and  poetry  ?” 

‘‘Wt  embraceaU  the  »rta,  and  in  this  the 
renl  «treugth  of  tbc  movement  lies.  Art 
Must  no  Jonger  be  the  indiTklaalixed  ex- 
prcEEion,  but  nmd  b:  democratie.  It  must 
W  an  art  tliat  eau  appeal  to  the  euormoos 
maascs  of  the  people;  aa  art  that  will  not  bt 
•  Juxury  for  the  rich,  but  the  atmoapbere  in 
vhich  men  and  wozneu  areto  grow  up.” 

“Hov  do  you  like  America  as  far  as  ypa 
have  become  acquaintcd?”  asked  th*  repor¬ 
ter  preparing  to  leave. 

"To  begin  with,  America  is  not  a  country; 
UUs  vorld.  Every  city  has  different  types 
and  there  is  no  permanent  type  at  all  as  re- 
garda  her  men  aod  vamen.  I  think  the 
aoeiety  dclightful.  I  find  New  York  bril- 
Uant  and  eoamopolitan;  f  hiladelphia,  liter- 
ary;  UolUnvore,  plcasant;  Washington 
fntellectiial;  Boston,  more  like  Ox¬ 
ford  than  any  city  ycu  have.

drowned  by  the  hundreds,  bami  have 
been  iwept  away,  and  theD  con  tent» 
wasted,  mnles  and  horses  are  mffaring,  and 
thelova  to  planters  by  tbese  misbsps  cannot 
but  bare  its  effect  in  crumping  their  focili  tles 
for  putting  in  the  erop  for  tho  yesr.
